wealth under lawful and existing con¬ 
ditions and are entitled to it.

Casting aside such a Utopian /sug¬ 
gestion there seems only starvation 
ahead of the poor or a miserable exist¬ 
ence on public charity which asks 
many galling and impertinent ques¬ 
tions. 1 tell you it is an almighty* 
hard thing to turn a man away who 
asks for work. They come here to the 


In the first piece we repudiate tbe 
issue as it is stated by many advocates 
of prohibition. The question to be 
answered is not “will you vote for 
whiskey or for temperance?” but “is it 
your opinion that prohibition within 
the limits of Ontario will promote the 
cause of tem/prance?” We all desire 
temperance, but can we accomplish 
that end, by means of prohibition ? If 
so is the means justifiable? 

We desire to treat the subject under 
three heads. 1st—Total abstinence as 
a voluntary principle. 2nd—Total 
abstinence as a necessary discipline 
imposed by ecclesiastical authority. 
3rd—Total abstinence as a legal enact¬ 
ment, or prohibition. 

1st—Total abstinence as a voluntary 
principle whether it be an act of self- 
discipline, or an act of charity to 
strengthen a weak brother is undoubt¬ 
edly a righteous thing and is consider¬ 
ed by some of us to be the better way. 

2nd—Total abstinence as a necessary 
discipline imposed by ecclesiastical 
authority has been adopted by some 
religious bodies, and they who are 
members of them are bound to submit 
themselves to this discipline. 

The church universal, however, and 
our own branch of it,—The Church of 
England, imposes no such rule upon 
her members, and her great temperance 
society recognizes as members in good 
standing, both those who keep the vow 
of temperance and those who take the 
stricter pledge of total abstinence. 

By the Wor;d of God and by the teach¬ 
ing of Jesus Christ, temperance in all 
things is obligatory upon all who pro¬ 
fess and call themselves Christians. 
But this gospel temperance is not 
necessarily (as some say) total absti¬ 
nence. YVe, therefore, as ministers of 
Christ, deriving our commission from 
Him through His Church, cannot go 
beyond the Word of the Lord, and the 
authority committed to us, and head 
into the Bible, the doctrine of those 
extremists who pronounce Alcohol 
itself in all its forms, its use, Its sale 
and its manufacture, to be a sin again¬ 
st God and against society. We are 
not of the number of those who affirm 
that if our I»ord or St. Paul were 
speaking in our day, they would use 
very different language from that re¬ 
corded in Holy Scripture. We dare not 
impugn the Divine foreknowledge of 
the Master, or the inspiration of His 
servant. 

3rd Coming now to the question of 
prohibition.—Under responsible gov¬ 
ernment prohibition can be brought 
about only by the action of the govern¬ 
ment at tho demand of a majority of 
the citizens. If prohibition were mere¬ 
ly a question of expediency, the govern¬ 
ment might be justified in thus yield¬ 
ing to the pressure of popular opinion. 
But it is not a question of expediency 


Tho advocatesof prohibition themselves' E. H. M. Baker, Acting Rector. Bath, 


for the most part go very much fur¬ 
ther than this and demand prohibition 
on tho ground that the use of all alco¬ 
holic beverages is sinful. Now a thing 
is sinful only when it is contrary to 
the law of God, for “ sin is the/trans¬ 
gression of tho law.” YY r hilst, there¬ 
fore prohibitionists affirm that the use 
of aittJhol is contrary to the law of 
God, those opposed to them maintain 
that it is not. Is it soemly that the 
one party should invoke the arm of the 
law to enforce its interpretation of 
Holy Scripture upon tho other, should 
the latter prove to bo numerically 


tivee In writing thus may be mi sunder 
stood by some an<i misrepresented by 
others. Those who are engaged in a 
traffic which they have themselves too 
often made utterly disreputable and 
loathsome will seek to slaim our 
words in justification not only of that 
which iff legitimate in their trade, but 
of that which is degrading and 9ull of 
sin ; and there are others who will be 
glad to see our words so misinterpte- 
ted. But none of these things move 
us. Whilst we are fully alive to the 
evils of intemperance, whilst we know 
that it is a sin against God, though by 
no means the only^ sin, or the most 
deadly ; whilst we rejoice at every 
honest effort to combat it ; whilst we 
commend the self-denial of many who 
for conscience sake voluntarily give up 
that which they feel to be an innocent 
indulgence, yet we cannot be guilty of 
the hypocrisy and cowardice of keep¬ 
ing silence, when our silence coaid be 
interpreted as meaning tnafc we acqui¬ 
esce in principles repugnant alike to 
our conscience and our reason, and 
which we know to be unscriptural and 
which we believe would be ineffectual 
to promote the cause ot true gospel 
temperance. 

A few words in conclusion—The 
present movement seems to re- 
g ster a sudden and alarming drop 
in the mercury of faith. It is as if 
David in going forth to contend with 
the giant Goliath, had been smitten 
with mistrust of God, and had return- 
od to gird himself with the armour of 
Saul, But what is tho reason for this 
want of confidence in God ? We have 
abundant evidence that past efforts in 
the cause of temperance have not been 
unsuccessful. In tho popularity of 
temperance and the disrepute of drunk¬ 
enness, in the improved liquor laws, in 
the changes in social customs, in the 
desire to train up tho young in temp¬ 
erate habits, in the growth of temp- 
eranoe literature, and tho support of 
tho press, and in the positive increase 
of temperance in communities, we see 
some of tho fruits of modern efforts in 
behalf of temperance, tho contempla¬ 
tion of which should make tho friends 
of the caus i eucourago theinselvos in 
God “who alone can order tho unruly 
wills and affections of sinful men.” 
Let us then not then give up'tno old 
battle cry “Jehovah-nissi” The Lord 
(not man) is our banner, in this greater 
struggle than that at liephidim. Let 
us not relinguish divine methods of 
carrying it on, from impatience at the 
slow workings of Ominipotonco. 

“ Faith in God and in men, prayer, 
patience, preseverance and the wisdom 
which is from above, these are our 
chief reliance and basis for hopeful¬ 
ness in the near future.”

1 am al¬ 
ways pleased when 1 find the Express 
on my desk Saturday morning for 1 
iiud in it news from home and where 
one is born is home and will always 
seem so, The spot round - which child¬ 
hood tangles the heartstrings are held 
forever sacred by memory, and the 
welfare of the people in the midst of 
whom we grow up is ever of keen soli¬ 
citude to us. 

It is a dull Christinas in Providence. 
The stores report a smalil volume of 
business and it is no wonder for there 
are many thousands of people oiut of 
work and tho prospects for the winter 
are extremely bad. The presence of 
the poor in such numbers lias a diamp- 
euing influence those who haye the 
money to spend, and the rich mother 
who enters the store for Christmas 
gifts for her little ones, pressing 
thrbugli a crowd of pinched and eager 
faced children who look in^but have 
not the magic coin which gives en¬ 
trance, cannot but feel that it is extra¬ 
vagance to buy costly presents when 
there are so many little stockings 
which will be empty wlien tho morn¬ 
ing of Christmas conies. 

There is one immense store here in 
the window’ of W’hicli the curtain is 
drawn up each half hour £iid to the 
delight of the waiting children a Santa 
Claus loaded with toys oomes down a 
chimney and fills the stockings of 
half a dozen largo dolls who are sup¬ 
posed to be peeping at him from their 
bed. 

“Gosh,” cried one little hungry eyed 
newsboy last night, if he would only 
come down my chimney that way.” 

“Rats,” exclaimed a diminutiyo 
chum of his, who w’as evidently a 
cynic, “Yer won’t git anything 
Christmas.” r 

“ I know I won’t ” returned the first 
humbly, “but I’d like ter, yer bet 1 
w'ould 

It is the story of little Jqe of Tom- 
all-Alones over again. This city is full 
of such urchins and so is every city in 
this broad Christian land which boast* 
of its progress and its wealth. 

The cause of these fiard times is 
difficult to arrive at. Some lay it to 
the fear of the new tariff, others to tho 
money panic of last summer, but 
whatever the cause the distress i b be¬ 
ginning to look like national calamity. 
There seems to be an over production 
of everything, even food, but this does 
not help the poor any. Merchandise is 
cheap and sods grain and other food 
produots. The hitoh is in the distri¬ 
bution. Who is to blame? It is un¬ 
just to say the rich manufacturer and 
fiaancier are. They have made their 


willing to tako wMiat you will give 
thenf if only yon give them a chance. 
They seem willing to do anything. 
We say the mill needs no moro h»*]p. 
They turn away with misery in their 
eyes. No matter if they are iulians, 
Hungarians or Russian Jews, they ur<* 
men, and they have stomachs which 
demand food. From tho w’indow of 
the office i have watched a peculiar 
sight recently. A largo skating rink 
has been partially destroyed by fire 
and the contractor of tho building to 
take its place has been tearing it down. 
About this old shell has hovered ehoh 
day for a week or more a motley 
I crowd of children and women waiting 
for pieces of wood to carry homo. Ta y 
are not allowed to tako anything of 
I value, but tho moment a broken joist 
or piece of flooring falls they rush in 
on it and scramble for its possession. 

When they have secured a little pile 
they tie a string about it and carry it 
away. 1 have wondered how the far¬ 
mers of Lennox & Addington with 
their acres of wood land would liko to 
tight for their Christinas fire. 1 have 
wondered how 1 would liko to thus 
scramble myself, and when 1 thus' 
speculate Hamlet’s famous soliloquy 
enters my head, “ to bo or not to be, 
that’s the question.” 

1 am afraid this is a pessimistic and 
gloomy letter, but there does not seem 
to be any bright side in the condition 
of tho poor this winter. Everything 
seems at sixes und sevens in the Re¬ 
public. The people elected tho Demo¬ 
crats and now they would liko to kick 
them out. Tho Hawaiian matter is 
developing into a national scandal and 
it looks just now as if this government 
was going to get entangled in the 
Brazilian revolution. There are 
objections you see even to being the 
•* greatest and finest republic on curtb.” 
Canadians should feel happy that they 
are out of it all with nothing more 
agitating them than a prohibition 
plebiscite, which, by the way, seems 
to be making things lively for all. 
Rhode Island tried prohibition several 
years ago, going so far us to change 
the constitution by a two-thirds vote 
in its favor. It lasted a year or so 
and was then snowed under so deep 
that “ we haven't seen it since.” Pro¬ 
hibition is a mighty good tiling in the 
ideal and so is socialism, but somehow 
there is an inherent objection in man¬ 
kind to coercion. People don’t like to 
bo forced to sobriety any more than a 
horse likes to bo compelled to drink. 

: Perhaps when the rich man comes to 
believe that Jesus Christ was not de- 
1 livering a political speech when he 
i made that answer about the two coats 
: prohibition may be possible. In my 
i mind there lias got to be done an al- 
j mighty lot of heart softening and 
civilizing first, howovor.

The wholo question of the manufac¬ 
ture, sale and consumption of intoxi¬ 
cants, emd tho h’gal restriction, or total 
prohibition thereof j& one of immense 
■difficulty, many great statesmen And 
philanthropists often holding the most 
diametrically opposite views upon the 
subject. The actio]*, of the Ontario 
GoverumonFj- hoWever, In precipitating 
the present vote, has forced upon every 
citizen the necessity of declaring his 
views either for or against tho piincl- 
pie of prohibition. 


/igitui mo uuiimuu iwr proni- 

bition is (quite unconsciously) I wo 
are sure, on the part of those who urge 
it) a reffection upon our Lord And 
Saviour Jesus Christ. He made wise 
at Cana and partook of it, insomuch 
that Ho exposed Himself to the lying' 
calumny “ behold a gluttonous manJ 
| and a wine bibber.” Furthermore lie 
commanded the use of wine in thfe 
hlossed sucraraont of His body ^/d 
blood. If prohibition becomes la\y we 
shall havo the conduct of Jesus Christ 
condemned as criminal by the Govern¬ 
ment of Ontario, and we shall find one 
of the^einents used in the Lord’s 
Supjier branded as an unholy thing by 
the same authority. We are aware 
that of late years some Bible students 
liu-vo. persuaded themselves that the 
wine which Christ made, used and 
sanctioned, was unfermented and unin¬ 
toxicating. Tho great weight of au¬ 
thority amongst commentators and 
scholars, however, does not support 
tlTis view, so evidently made to suit 
tho occasion. At all events the ques¬ 
tion is set at rest for all members of 
our church by the deliberate and unan¬ 
imous voice of the whole Anglican 
Episcopate throughout tho world, as¬ 
sembled at L&mboth at the last Pau- 
Anglican Conference, According to 
this decision, unfermented wine (so 
called) does not satisfy the terras of 
our Lord’s institution of the Holy 
Communion. This view, however, is 
not confined to the writers of our own 
communion, it is supported by those 
authorities to which we usually turn 
for information on questions of this 
kind. 

Wo wi8li now to place before you as 
clearly as we can tig| exact issue which 
we are called upon to face. 

Almighty God bac seen fit to 
allow certain temptations to dxist 
in tho world, and these are for 
the perfecting of our faith, as 
St. James clearly shows. Amongst 
these are the temptations of tiie flesh, 
as for example gluttony aud drunken¬ 
ness. To resist these temptations He 
lias given us His Holy Spirit with all 
His sanctifying influence, and we are 
charged to “walk in the Spirit and ye 
shall not fulfil the lusts of the flesh.” 
But men have been ever inclined to the 
endeavour to improve on this Divine 
plan. In former years men shujt them¬ 
selves out of the world in cloisters, or 
deserts, in order to escape tomptation. 
But now wo are asked to remove the 
temptation by act of Parliament. Thus 
it is that in voting for prohibition we 
would be joining with the enemies of 
Christianity, and admitting that what 
they say is true, viz. : .that our religion 
is a failure, that the safeguards which 
God, has given us therein are insuffic¬ 
ient, and that we are forced to fly to 
tho secular arm of the law to bring 
about that which the finger of.^Jod 
apparently could not accomplish. 

If it bo replied that prohibition is 
intended not to supercede tho grace of 
of God, but to work with it ; whilst 
denying this assertion, wo answer that 
oven supposing total abstinence to ho 
necessary to Christian discipline, it 
would be an unchristian way of main¬ 
taining discipline to invoke the arm of 
the civil authority for the enforcement 
of it. Fasting is a necessary Chris¬ 
tian discipline, commanded by Christ. 
Would our prohibition friends join 
with us, should the millions who be¬ 
lieve in fasting be mad enough to de¬ 
mand that the government prohibit 
food on days of fasting and absti¬ 
nence? 

The principle of prohibition once 
grnnUd, what limits are we to place to 
its application ? As has been well said 
“extend the princple to all other things 
which may ensnare our souls and bod¬ 
ies, aud at last we will find ourselves 
in a world ungarnished, swept aud in¬ 
habited by one sex only, lest contrary 
to the promises of God we should be 
tempeed above that we are able.”

WnAT with the P. P. A., theP. of I., 
the Equal Righters, the McCarthyites, 
the prohibitionites, and all the other 
ites that go to make up politics in 
Canada to day, the “bosses" of the 
political checkerboard have to exercise 
extreme caution in their moves. 

Silt John Thompson declared at the 
Halifax banquet that the government’s 
policy was that goods produced in an 
American factory, and which could be 
produced in Canada, should pay the 
duty. By this he meant that the 
people buying such goods should pay 
the duty; The effect of this policy is 
to compel people who buy similar 
goods of Canadian manufacture to pay 
a similar duty. When goods of Can¬ 
adian and American manufacture are 
exposed for sale together the prices are 
equal for equal quality. The buyer 
must pay as much for the \Canadian 
product which has made no contribu¬ 
tion to the revenue, as for the Ameri¬ 
can product on which the duty has 
been levied. He is taxed in both cases 
by the restriction. On the American 
goods the tax goes to the government, 
,on the Canadian to the encouraged 
manufacturer. This is the vicious 
principle of prelection, which levies 
more taxatiou on the people than is 
received by the government ? and the

Christmas morning she came down town 
and told the detective department an in¬ 
teresting story. It was the first knowledge 
:hey had that McWhirrel did not leave the 
=ity on Monday. Miss Brown, who, by i he 
way, called at The World and requested a 
contradiction of the statement that Mc¬ 
Whirrel occasionally took her out driving, 
informed the officers that McWhirrel had 
called at her place the Wednesday follow¬ 
ing the murdor and had discussed the crime 
with her brcRhers. 

McWhirrel’# movements have now been 
pretty well accounted for from the day of 
the murder up to the time of his arrest. 
His movements up to Monday noon have 
been detailed heretofore. Tuesday he wont 
to North Toronto. On that day he called 
in Mrs. Phillips’ grocery, iuet north of the 
C P.R. track He stopped at a Blcor-stre it 
boarding house that night. Wednesday he 
called at Brown’s. Where ho spent 
Wednesday night is not known, but next 
day he put in an appearance at Mr. Stable- 
ford’s. 

THE COUGH LAN TRIAL- 

Continuation of tlie Fxmntnatlon at ( lit. 
coro Yeaterduy. 

Chicago, Dec. 2 7. —The cross-examina¬ 
tion of Mrs. Andrew Foy was continued in 
tho Coughlin trial yesterday by Kx .Judge 
Wing. Counsel took up the examination 
at tho point where Mrs. Foy swore to Mar¬ 
tin Burko passing her houso on the night of 
■ May 9, while she, her husband and several 
other persons were sitting on the front 
steps. Foy followed Burke and entered 
j into conversation witht him. The defence 
obtained from the witness the names and 
addresses of all the Irishmen who 
were sitting on tho steps of 

tho Foy residence that night bosides her 
husband. One of them, Michael O’Connor, 
tho witness said, is a member of the police 
force in this city. The defence intends to 
make witnesses out of any of these men 
who will swear contrary to Mrs. Foy’s tes¬ 
timony. It is expected to iirpeach her in 
that way and Coughlin’s lawyors aro con- 
sidering the advisability of putting the de¬ 
fendant on the stand in this connection.

first time She testified last week, 
although not in reply to a question.that her 
husband and Coughlin uever closed tfie 
door of tlis secret conference room in the 
Foy house after the night of the murder. 
To-day she said the door was dosed alter 
her the night of May 10, when her husband 
and Coughlin were talking in low toue* in 
the front room. After May 4, she said, Foy 
tad Coughlin were “always talking about 
"ing the body” when they met at her 
She was able to catch the tenor of 
theirlconversation, because every night she 
went into the room to “mind the baby.” 
The witness reiterated tho significant con¬ 
versation which she had with the defend¬ 
ant thd night of May 12 when her husband 
was a Way from home, and she was afraid 
he haa been arrested. She added to the 
story (by saying Coughlin told her to have 
no fea\, that she would be well taken care 
of by hr* friend, Alexander Sullivan, and 
that nobody knew who killed the doctor.

the habit, during tho past many 
years, of blackmailing a married lady, 
concerning whose maiden life he had 
discovered a fact which, if sie had only 
had the courage to confess to her hus¬ 
band, would at once have met with for• 
giveness. This, of course, all came out 
in the papers, 

But, passing to facts that are more or 
less generally well known in society, hut 
which have never been made public, wo 
shall see that the game of chantage is 
even better understood in England than 
in franco. A fetv seasons back a youth 
well known in society, who had been 
carrying on an iutrigue with a married 
woman whom it will he ns well to desig- b 
nate simply as Lady X, lost a large suin'] i 
of money ut cards. lie had not the 
wherewithal to meet the debt, aud he 
was well aware that in tho event of his 
not being able to “weigh in,” he would 
hake to remove his name from his club 
to avoid expulsion. While in a state of 
perplexity arising from this stroke of ill- 
luck the youtii received in ms rooms a 
visit from a well-known London dress¬ 
maker, who made him the following 
proposition: 

“You,” she said, “have*,% I know, a 
great many compromising letters from 
Lady X, if you have not destroyed 
them. Now, these letters cannot lie of 
any value to you, for you cannot use 
them youfsedf. Give them to me, and, 

I will pay your gambling debt, and 
m^eover, give you a trifle over tor 
current expenses. What I shall do 
with the letters need not concern you, 
but this much I will promise you, anil 
that is that nobody shall know you 
have sold them to me, for I shall say 
you were robbed by your valet, who 
brought the billets-doux to me. Is it a 
bargain?” * 

The poor cur lent himself to this in¬ 
famous compact aud got his money, the 
woman taking tho compromising docu¬ 
ments away with her. Then began two 
months of torture for Lady X, who 
brought back the letters one by one 
by borrowing money and pawning her 
jewels, until at length, in despair, she 
told all to her father, who is one of the 
most popular spirting men in England, 
and he completed the purchase of the 
letters,which cost in all over £10,000—an 
expensive correspondence. 

There is a man to be seen every morn¬ 
ing during the season in the How, 
mounted ou the smartest of nags, whose 
life would certainly be In dangor were 
he to be met by one of his numerous 
Tictims in a, desert place apart, for he 
has blackmailed—and still does black¬ 
mail—three of the best known and most 
popular men in society, Ho is a man of 
good birth himself, aud was educated at 
Eton. He held a commiss.ou in u cavalry 
regiment, aud belongs to one of the best 
urrny clubs, to which lie was elected, 
thanks to the exertions of one <>. his 
victims, who dared refuse him not mug. 
Ttiis man has had very large sums of 
money from a popular sportsman and 
financial magnate, aud was mixed up in 
a terrible scandal which occurred some 
few years back and resulted in the death 
of a high court functionary and of u 
equerry of a royal highness. The villain’s 
victims are in such deadly terror of him 
that they dare not denounce him, and it is 
probable that nothing but a dose of cold 
lead or steel will put a stop to his perse-;u- 
tions. A man in this fellow’s employ— 
for he has his agents and kjiies—was sen¬ 
tenced to penal servitude for life ut the 
Old Bailey some ten years back for at¬ 
tempting to blackmail a youtlnul mem¬ 
ber of Parliament. The agent was not 
so clever as his employer, and did the 
thing clumsily, with the result that tho 
matter was placed in the hands of our 
most famous criminal solicitor, and the 
heavy aentence just referred to put a 
period to the scoundrel’s career of crime. 
There are charges so terrible aud foul 
that, although tuey may eaailv be dis¬ 
proved, still they leave some stain on the 
character of the v«r8*>n against whom 
they have been falsely mado, and it is 
the knowledge of this fact that inspires’ 
the blackmailers with almost incredible 
audacity.—London Letter to San Fran- 
oisco Argunaut.

It is always interesting and sometimes 
instructive to face n strong individual¬ 
ity. This is an age of mechanical in¬ 
vention and mental sham. Them is no 
doubt about its inventive genius, but 
genius is always exceptional, towering 
above the masses as Himalaya towers 
above the plains. Genius needs no rud¬ 
der but its own inspiration. The great 
average of humanity, however, are 
sheep in need of a bell-wether to pass to 
the promised land.

It 
will make you very miserable,but it will 
set you thinking and will convince you 
that there are various kinds of crucifix¬ 
ion, and that although nailing to a cross 
is not now fashionable, Christ would un¬ 
doubtedly be persecuted to death did lie 
walk the earth to day. 

PRACTICAL CHRISTIANITY. 

Joshua Davidson is a carpenter of this 
century who starts out in life determin¬ 
ed to be a practical Christian. He loves 
his neighbors as himself ; he fulfills the 
golden rule. He is misunderstood, ma¬ 
ligned, despised, and is dually stoned to 
death. I’ve been thinking a great deal 
about Mrs, Lynn Linton’s lieio ever 
since I became an editor, for I find him 
trjing to get a hearing in this country, 
knocking at many a door only to be 
turned away ns an unwelcome guest.

Stead, u Loudon editor, had issued a 
general invitatlou to the public, especial¬ 
ly publicans and sinners, to meet him to 
discuss wuysuud means for driving the 
devil out of Chicago. Mr. Stead namod 
the speciul sinners whose presence and 
tho relation of whose experiences he 
most desired. As the most degraded of 
both sexes have no desire to be ma de 
shows of, Mr. Stead must have known 
that his audience would consist for the 
most purt of two classes—the curious and 
honest seekers for light iu the direction 
of helping the poor. 

WHY SHE WENT, 

Agreeing with the prayer-book that 
we are all miserable sinners. I went to 
Central Music Hull Sunday ufternoon out 
of curiosity. Finding a seat iu the first 
balcony I watched and listened, not 
having' liked Mr. Stead’s methods in cer¬ 
tain attempted English reforms. His 
hounding of Parnell and Sir Charles 
Dilke and his whitewashing of the Prince 
of Wales, almost at one fell swoon, had 
prejudiced me against the man. I went 
to judge. There was a lack of generosity 
and justice in this editor’s attacks that 
made his excuses for the heir-apparent 
most offensive to a lover of fair-play. 
However, if Mr. Stead had fonnd the 
way of driving the devil out of our big 
cities, I for one was ready to do my ut¬ 
most to help so great a work. 

Mr. Stead lias a strong individuality, 
There are 90 two ways about it. He is 
every inch himself. His talk, walk, 
manner, actions are sui generis. His 
voice is agreeable in tone, sufficient!,

Lobengula, King of the Matabele, 
whose capital was deatioyed a few day# 
ago, has come up on the horizon all of a 
sudden. He iB an interesting character, 
and his "court,” which is the pen where 
his herds are gathered by night, is quite 
unlike anything that Americans ever 
saw or heard of. 

Lobengula is a copper-lined sovereign 
whoso weight is 800 pounds. Ilia royal 
toggery consists of an old slouch hat and 
U8tring of monkey skins round his waist. 
In respect to attire His Majes ty is retro¬ 
grading rather than advancing. Some 
years ago he consented to wear an old 
coat and trousers, but as the Englishman 
moved up nearer Lobengula’sg old mines 
and cattle ranches, the fat, gre asy King 
flung away his clothes and patronized 
his own tailor, who, according to the 
description of the regal wardrobe, must 
have a good deal of leisure on Inand. 

Lobeugula inherits his scepter. In 
this respect he ought to have more con¬ 
sideration from Great Britain than he 
seems to be receiving. His fathe r, Mu- 
selekatee, was a kuig aad a ■’warrior 
bold, who blew his rivals as fast as they 
showed up. Ho was smart enoug h to 
found his kingdom in a section of South 
Africa where the rivers run to the sea 
and game is abiyadant, and the ea rth 
rich with the metal winch made Cali¬ 
fornia and which recently caused t.he 
American Congress a’good deal of tron * 
ble. Lobengula is now supreme mustei' 
of all. He is more of an Autocrat than 
the Czar. His subjects number 800,000, 
and the cattle and sheep of the entire 
country round about are his. lie is 
King, Premier, Chief Justice and execu¬ 
tioner. Ilis word is supreme. - He has 
10 wives, and, according to his own 
edict, he lias the privilege of selecting 
four new ones every year. He claims to 
be a Zulu, but an Englishman who has 
seen him und talked with him says he is 
no more Zulu than an Anieruxin is Eng¬ 
lish. But Lobengula need not worry 
himself about what lie is so long as he 
has tho distinction of beiug^gwjknowledg- 
ed the Gladstone and Bismarck of lus 
race. 

Lobengula, like most prominent, men, 
has his peculiarities. One of the chief 
of thebo is his aversion to photographers. 
He carries this so far Wait one i* justifi¬ 
ed in thinking Lobengula must have 
pome knowledge of the kodak Rend. An 
Englishman sought a sitting from his 
majesty, who declined on the ground 
that his subjects would object for the 
reason that the photograph would con¬ 
tain a part of the soul of the king, and 
that wouldn’t do. Aiter many impor- 
tunings and on the promise tl uit his 
subjects would not know it tin* king 
consented to try one sitting before' the 
camera. The arrangeineut was made- 
for the following day, but when tho 
photographer appeared he was infoiiued 
that the king had changed his mind .and 
lest lie might be won over lie bad left- the 
loyal krauT for a day’s outing and would 
not return for some time. However,.the 
Englishman kept on the royal truck until 
lie got a snapshot at himaud Ins favorite 
^ Mrs. Lobengula. Of tho latter it has 
been said that if she had been at tlic Co¬ 
lumbian Exposition she would have 
made a great hit in Midway. 

The throne of Lobengula consists <T a 
biscuit box. When he has occusiou to 
grant a special audience, however, lie 
i iuvites tbe interviewer to the inner 
! court, where the cattle and she^p are fed 
1 and herded at night. The throne in iJiis 
inclosure consists of a pile of logs which 
is also the royal slaughter pail. On it 
every morning there are slaiu six tail- 
locks, the number required to supply tne 
cuisine each.day. And here the favored 
! guest of Lobengula is invited too con¬ 
fidential interview. 

The Englishman who was lion ored 
with an audience in this royal kraal 
gives a glimpse of the menu on that 
occasion. 

I "White visitors when paying their 
respects to the court of Lobongulu are 
expected to eat three plates full of grill¬ 
ed beef and drink three cane of beer, 
each can holding about a gallon. Aj» 
one plate of beef or can of beer is finish¬ 
ed another follows. Frequently when 
his sable majesty’s back was turned I 
usod to get the little Blave boys who 
hang about the oourt to assist me, but 
be caught me at this on one occasion 
and reproved me, so that I had to r< isist 
the temptation in future. All he aaid 
was, 'Do you think I cannot* feed my 
own dogsr " 


An Important Arreil Wtoloh Vlirowi nor* 
lllght on i lie Case. 

At 7 o’clock Sunday night Detective Slemio 
walked into Headquarters Police WtntiQn 
with Jobn Walker, alias K-nzie. This is 
the youug fellow who drove with tho "young 
Englishman," as he is called, to Butcher’s 
bouee on Haturday morning with 'Williams' 
horse and cutter. 

At 3 o’clock Sunday morning Deteotive 
Slemin received a telegram fro.u Constable 
William* of Havelock, a small station 
on the C.P. R. 30 miles east of 
Peterboro. that be had arrested a young 
man answering the ' description of 
oop of the men who were seen with the Wil¬ 
liams' horse at Little York Through the 
courtesy'of tbe C.P.R. officials Mr. S«erain 
was able to leave the city at 5 a.m., gat tbe 
prisoner and return to the city at 7 p.m. 

John Kenzie, or Wklker, has been in tbe 
bauds of the police beiore. In the rogues’ 
gallery at headquarters be is known ns No. 
1457, age 20, height 5 ft. 6 in., dark complex¬ 
ion aud hair, right eye gone, large nose^ low 
forehead, English. Two years ago 
a ’ warrant was issusd for his 
arrest on a charge of stealing • guu from 
Jarn*s Herbert, 107 Teraulav-street. A year 
ugo he was wanted at Peterboro on a charge 
of larceny. On Dec. 11 last he was arrested 
for having in bis possession a set of Dickens’ 
works. II# could give no satisfactory ex¬ 
planation as to how hs came by them. Ha 
tfas brought before Magistrate Denison and 
remanded until the’ilts. 

On Dec. 14 he was allowed out 
on his own bail. After leaving 
tbe Police Station he hung arouud 
town. Between 9 and 1G o’clock at night 
he dropped into Fitzgerald’s Hotel, York- 
street. He was stopping at Tobin’s. While 
in Fitzgerald's be got into conversation with 
a man whom he did not know, but who gave 
his name as McGuire. Thu man was Walter 
MoWhirreL MoWhirrei told Walker that 
he had a horse to sell, aud asked if he oould 
find a purchaser. Walker said he knew a 
man named Donoghue near Little York who 
might purchase it. They separated for tbe 
sight, Walker going tQ Tobin's and Mc- 
fwhirrel remaining at Fitzgerald’s. Friday 
imruing they bad breakfast together at 
Tobin’s. 

At 11 o'clock tbe same moruing McWhir- 
r **1 told Walker he had to go up near the 
Exhibition Grounds to meet a man who had 
dnveu in with him from the country tbe 
dav before. When Walker flfst inet Mo¬ 
Whirrei the latter was wearing a pair of 
low shoes. Ou Friday when they parted he 
bod on a pair of long rubber boots. 

Walker went to ned in Tobin’s at 9.30 
o’clock. About 11.30 be was awakeued 
by someone pounding on his bedroom 
door jic Whirr el came in, still wearing 
the rubber boot*. As he was undressing 
be told Walker that bis (McWhirrel’s) 
clothes were wet. He slept in tbe next bed 
to Walker’s that night , . 4 

Saturday morning they breakfasted 
together, separated and met by appomtmeut 
near the market. Me Whirrel drove up with 
the horse. Walker thinks it had been kept 
in a stable near the market for the night 
They drove along Queen-street east, avoiding 
the toll gate. They were beading for 
Donoghue*, for whom Walker worked for a 
short time two years ego. Donoghue did 
not waut to buy a horse, 'ihry turned 
north towards Little York. When 
passing Butcher’s house, MoWhirrei noticed 
the milk tius. Walker said he knew Butcher, 
that he might buy tbe horse. Walker told 
Butcher that be (Walker worked for 
Donoghue for a while and asked if he re¬ 
membered him. Butcher said, “Yes, you 
are Jack." Butcher did not want the horse, 
but be and MoWhirrei had a conversation. 
MoWhirrei and Walker drove down to a 
hotel and had a drink. MoWhirrei told 
Walker to drive the rig back to Butcher’s, 
as he bad made arrangement* for him to 
Keep the horse over Sunday. Butcher took 
tbe horse, and MoWhirrei and Walker 
tramped back to the city and stopped at 
Tobin’s Saturday night. 

Sunday they walked ont to Butcher’s. 
Butcher was not there when they arrived, 
but oame along shortly afterwards. In tbe 
meantime MoWhirrei was grooming the 
horse. Blacksmith Davis joined them. Walker 
denlee that he ran into the barn when Davis 
oame along, and MoWhirrei told Batcher 
be had found a purchaser for tbe horse and 
camt ont for it Monday morning. They re¬ 
turned to the oity. Mow birrel went to To- 
bln’a Walker had no money and went to 
the Salvation Army Workingmen’s 
Hotel, Ylotoria and Sfauter. Be¬ 
fore they parted that night ar- 
rangemente were mad# for Walker to go 
after the horee and meet MoWhirrei in the 
vicinity of tbe Don River. Walker was to 
receive a dollar for bis work. On Saturday 
Waiksr handed McWhirrel a small memo¬ 
randum book issued by the Royal Inauraooe 
Compauy. MoWhirrei tore out a leaf 
and wrote on it 291* Parliament-street, 
and handed both book and leaf to Walker, 
at tbe same time telling him to give the 
memo to Butcher, so that he would know 
where to go for tbe cutter and harneee, as 
Butcher was going to keep them for him 
until he oould dlspoee of them. 

Monday Walker went to Butcher’s, gave 
him the memo, and arranged to meet in 
King-street, near tha Ontario Brewery, at 8 
o’clock, when Butcher was So be told whether 
the sale had been made or not Walker 
drove off and met MoWblrrel at

From the time Biublefmd s-tid good-bye 
to.MoWhirrel at the Woodbme on Nov. 
24 lie did not see him again until 6 p.m. 
Dec. 11. On that day MoWhirrel came 
to Stableford’s house and remained uutil 
Wednesday the 13th at noon, when he left. 
While there he stated that he was stopping 
with Mr. Parks, a gardener at Deer Park. 

His next appearance at Stableford’* was 
on Thursday afternoon at 5 o'clock. Mrs. 
Stafford says when he came in he looked 
ill. She asked him What was the matter. 
He replied that he was drunk and "had 
been on the drunk for some time.” 
Stableford told him he could remain over¬ 
night. Next day MoWhirrel usked for 
work. Stableford said he could not afford 
to pay more than $6 during the winter 
months. MoWhirrel wanted more money, 
and Stableford suggested that he try Mr. 
Secor, who wanted a man. This was how 
the negotiations with Secor commenced. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stableford, who are a good 
hearted, hospitable, friendly English 
couple, wore very much surprised at the 
arrest of MoWhirrel. They both spoke in 
the highest terms of MoWhirrel yesterday 
to a World reporter. They said he was an 
attentive and industrious young fellow, 
always agreeable and willing to assist in 
any kind of work about the place. He 
look excellent care of the stock, was kind 
to the children, and always seemed 
cheerful and happy. During the time 
he was with them he only took 
one day to himself. That day he 
spent iu the city. While with the 
Stablefords he corresponded regularly with 
Miss Fanny Parks of Deer Park. 

MoWhirrel often spoke of h:s former 
life. He said he was born on the Clyde. 
Mrs. Stableford thinks Greenook was 
the place he mentioned, but was 
not certain. He olaimed to be the son of a 
lieutenant in the English army who wai 
killed in the Zulu war. He said he had a 
sister in Ottawa at one time who taught 
languages. She grew tired of Canada and 
returned to Scotland. 

The Stablefords say MoWhirrel can 
talk French fluently. He told them 
he learned the language while with

TROOPS AND MOB FIGHT- 


.Mall nnd Kxprcss < iwa Looted Ujr the 
ilrlgaud*—PtkHsengMrM In the t'oaolies 
Kellevetl of TI»oir Valuables—Weverul 
raved Large Mums Hr Hiding the ('asli 
Under Neats. 

Little Rook, Ark., Doo. 27.—The first 
entirely accurate detail# of the Kansas A 
Arkansas Valley ho d-up at Seminole, I.T., 
Saturday owning, reached Little Rock at 
2.50 this afternoon, when the robbed traiu 
arrived. Seminole, the aoene of the rob¬ 
bery, is » ihg Btniinn nine miles south oi 
Colloeville, Kns. There is no town there 
and nothing to mark the spot, save a side 
track aud small platform. Train No. 232 
reached Scmiuo e Sunday night shortly 
after dark. Tho switch had been turned 
throwing the train on the siding. The 
swith is on a heavy up-grade and the train 
immediately cumo to a standstill. There 
were no cars on the side track, as has been 
stated. When the train stopped two men 
mounted the engine and began by robbing 
Engineer Bush Harris of bis watch and $4U 
fn cash. They, then proceeded to the mail 
car and rifled mfetnmil pouches. Mail 
clerk H. B. Pinckney, who was iu eharge, 
was forced to deliver the registered pack¬ 
ages. After abstracting the cash, the letters 
were handed back to the tho clerk. Piuck- 
noy was relieved of his watch and 
85 cents in change, 25 cents of which was 
returned to Inin to buy a lunch. An en¬ 
trance to tbe express car was guined with¬ 
out resistance on the part of the express 
incsseng'-r, us there was nothing of great 
value on baud. Tile robbers commanded 
Messenger ford to open the safe, fioin 
which they took two small packages, value 
unknown, aud §100 in money. Finishing 
their work in the expstss car, the robbers 
turned their attention to the passenger 
coaches. Two men went through tho cars 
while the other two maintained a con¬ 
stant firing ou the outside. So much time 
bad been consumed in the mail and ex¬ 
press cars that the passengers had am¬ 
ple opportunity to secret their valuables. 
Very little of value was obtained in tbe 
coaches. The robbers appropriated all the 
overcoats and watches in the cars, but the 
sum total of the oash they secured will ap 
proximate less than §500. Several passen¬ 
gers saved large sums by hiding their 
purses under tbe car seats. Both of the 
men who went through the coaches were 
young men. neither being over 23, and had 
the appearance of unsophisticated country 
youths. When they went through the 
sleepers they displayed an utter ignor 
ance of sleeping-car berths. Tho rob 
hers did not use abusive language to the 
passengers and oifeted no violence. None 
of the passengers were armed, and there 
were no acts of heroism or unusual inci¬ 
dents. The train wus held one hour and 


A Riot Arlsas Ont of ilia Anti.Tax A|Us 
tton In Pnleimn. 

Palermo, Doo. 27.—Lercaradi Freddi, 
the seen* Saturday of a fight between a mob 
and u body of troops, growing out of tha 
anti-tax ngitution, last night witnessed a 
more serious affray in which four persons 
were killed and many wounded. The fight 
Saturday, in which two persons were 
wounded, further inflamed the anger of the 
people and last avening they determined 
to make another * demonstration against 
the odious octroi tax and tha tnunicipa 
councillors who insisted upon its enforce¬ 
ment. A largo crowd gathered and parad¬ 
ed tho streets and Anally became so riotous 
that a body of troopa were dispatched to 
disperse them. The troopa attempted to 
clear the streets, whereupon they were set 
upon by the rioters, who attacked them 
with stones and other missiles. The sol¬ 
diers, who were supplied with ball car¬ 
tridge, were ordered to fire upon the 
crowd and they poured a volley into 
the rauks of the riotnra, the effects of which 
causod most of the latter to flee in dismay. 
Four of their number wore left dead in the 
street, while many others fell to the ground 
more or less seriously wounded. Great ex¬ 
citement prevailed in the town and it may 
be that further trouble will occur when the 
funerals of the victims are held. 

During an anti-tax riot at Terrasin, near 
this city, the octroi offices were set on fire 
and completely destroyed. A riot was 
caused in Vulgu&rnera to day by a police 
oomtnitisary arresting a Socialist, who was 
preaching revolt. A thousand men and 
women stormed the gendarmes barracks in 
an attempt to rescue the prisoner, bflt were 
repulsed. The mob afterward set fire to 
the town hall, the postoffire, the magis¬ 
trate’s office and the residences of the 
muyor, police commissary and several citi¬ 
zens, all of which were badly damaged or 
destroy* d. 

(Tinlern on a HrltUh Ship 
London, Dec. 27.—A despatch from 
Sotir&bufu states that five of the crew of 
the British ship Mary L Bun ill died from 
cholera while discharging at that port. The 
vessel sailed from New York June 5 and 
Arrived at Bourabaya Oct. 10. 

King- I.ob Kns Fled. 

Cate Town, Dec. 27.—A despatch from 
Major Forbes, commanding the field forces 
of the British Bouth Africa Company, says 
the Matabeles have been completely sub¬ 
jugated. King Lobcngula has Hod, and he 
apparently has no intention of returning. 

A despatch from Buluwayo dated Dec. 
18 says: "Natives have repeatedly asserted 
that Capt. Wilson repulsed Lobengula 

and continued the pursuit. No news 
has been received from other sources. 

A strong patrol with supplies has 

been despatched to overtake the 

Wilson party, who had only what food and 
ammunition their bandoliers oontained. Dr. 
Jameson 19 disbanding his force, but will 
re-enroll to form a permanent police force. 
Tbe natives have been informed that theii 
disarming will not be an absolute condition 
of peace, but their desire for peace is so 
strong that a great majority of them give 
up their arms voluntarily. It is reported 
that Gambo has submitted. All the other 
indiums have already yielded. Premier

It will bo remembered that when Me- 
W’liirrei left Stableford’s at the expira¬ 
tion of his engagement, he took 

nwny a black slick, with the 
peculiar head already described. When 
he returned the last time, he brought back 
the head only. Tho stick had got broken, 
he said. W’lien his effects were taken from 
i.lio house Monday evening the head of the 
cane was overlooked. Yesterday a World 
reporter took cliuigu of it, and will hand it 
over to the detectives to-day.

Ho dropped in at Bur¬ 
row’s Hotel and then visited the I’ostoflice 
store of Mr. Maitland Kecor and pur¬ 
chased a plug of chewing tobacco and some 
candies, paying 19 cents for his purchases, 
lie had on at the lime a long frieze over¬ 
coat with velvet collar. Mr. Secor, who 
knew McWhirrel from his previously 
working in the vicinity, complimented 
him upon lookipg well, and said 
“ That's a nice coat you’ve got on. 
What did it# cost you?” McWhirrel 
made no reply, and looked in another direc¬ 
tion. In fact all the time he was in tho 
store be evaded looking at Mr. Secor, gaz¬ 
ing around the store. As he was going 
down tlie road Mrs. Secor, who was at tho 
window, observed him and thought sho 
recognized him from the description pub¬ 
lished. “I believe that is the man who 
murdered Williams," sho subsequently said 
I loher husband.

The first two attempts fail'd At the third 
ho was told to stay by the fuse until it fiz 
zlcd anil to run afterwards. Ho obeyed 
The express car-door burst open and the 
express messenger, Foils, was thrown from 
iho col where he was asleep, f ’J'iio express 
messenger held i.p bis bands mid got out ol 
the car. Ju*t wlmt happened after that 
is a mystery, for Express Messenger Bolts 
has been caulioned not to speak about it 
by the officers of the express company. 
After the robbers left the express car they 
made tho engineer, firunan and express 
messenger walk up the track a quarter of 
a mile, tired off a fusilude and then let 
ilicm walk buck to the train. Frior to 
bursting in tho door ql tho express car with 
a bomb the rcbbeis bail teirori/cd every 
b» ad which showed from a cm window b\ 
taking a shot loo conveniently near, and 
the San Ferando constable who attempted 
to reason with them and assert his right# 
as an olficor was driven back into the coach 
with some pretty strong language and n 
pistol shot. A shot was taken at the 
baggageman, and others were told to stay 
in and keen quiet. It is reported that the 
robbers diet not get over 810 in booty, but 
the mystery of the affair, outside of th« 
identity of the robbors, is what they did U 
tho safe, which the officials of the Wells 
Fargo Company will uot, for the present at 
least, explain. 

On» of tho robbers had a red bandana 
hand kerchief tiod about his face and the 
other woro a white flannel mask- They 
were bo: h about f» feet 9 inches in height. 
One would weigh about 175 pounds and hi# 
companion about 10 or 15 pounds lighter. 
They were both armed with Winchester# 
and revolvers. As soon as the fact ol 
tho robbery was learned tho sheriff ol 
Han Bernardino County, with a posse and 
a couple of bloodhounds, started on 
the trail of the robbers. Detectives hart 
gone south to work on the case. Mr.
